Women For: OC is the county’s last stand 

of left-wing feminism

I t’s late in the morning of June 
25, and the grassroots feminist 
organization Women For: Orange 
County (OC) is holding its monthly 
meeting inside the Irvine Water Dis¬ 
trict’s Duck Club. The documentary 
Koch Brothers Exposed: 2014 Edition—an 
incendiary film implicating the moneyed 
brothers in everything from school re¬ 
segregation to voter suppression—has 
just finished playing. 

Furious chatter erupts among the 
crowd of predominantly older women. 
“We’ve seen these films,” one woman 
interrupts. “We know about the Koch 
brothers. What are we going to do about 
it? Why haven’t the Koch brothers been 
sued in a major way?” 

The group is silent. One woman offers, 
“I always drop a note in Costco’s sug¬ 
gestion box, telling them to stop buying 
Georgia Pacific paper because the Koch 
brothers own it.” 

Another chimes in: “I don’t know 
where this came from, but why don’t we 
call them the cock brothers?” 

Another woman suggests the cam¬ 
paign slogan “Choke the Koch.” 

A group of mostly retired women advo¬ 
cating for a liberal fantasy in a conserva¬ 
tive county. Women For: OC is easy to par¬ 
ody. But while jokes about cock brothers 
and notes in Costco suggestion boxes may 
seem trifling, these women are bulwarks 
of the left, and their resolve is steely. 

Women For was founded in Los 
Angeles in the 1960s, a byproduct of 
second-wave feminism’s preoccupation 
with reproductive rights, female sexual¬ 
ity and workplace inequality. “Women 
For: LA had such a reputation that when 
something would happen, the newspa¬ 
per reporters thought they would have a 
comment on it,” board member Marilyn 
Vassos recalls. 

Vassos, a longtime member of Women 
For: OC and a legendary local activist, 
found solace among the women of the 
Los Angeles branch, deeming them her 
“sages.” Growing up with rigid expecta¬ 
tions of femininity, Vassos felt confined. 
“Most of my life, I was silent,” she 
explains. “When I grew up, women got 
married. It was abnormal that I wasn’t 
married when I finished college.” 

Vassos broke her silence as she aged. 
The former sixth-grade teacher has been 
arrested several times for civil disobedi¬ 
ence. In one incident in the 1990s, she 
and her husband were arrested for pro¬ 
testing at a teacher’s rally. With the help 
of the ACLU, they sued the Los Angeles 
Police Department for infringing on 


their right to peacefully assemble. 

The isolation of being a feminist in a 
conservative world also inspired Judy 
Curry to join the organization. Her 
warm but firm manners betray a child¬ 
hood in the midcentury Midwest, where, 
she says, “there is a Lutheran church 
on every corner.” A UC Irvine alumna, 
Curry worked in law enforcement, a 
place where right-wing ideology domi¬ 
nated. “I was a square peg in a round 
profession,” the board president jokes. 

According to Vassos, the Los Angeles 
branch died out with the loss of older 
board members. The organization’s 
Orange County counterpart was founded 
in the ’80s by Vivian Hall, an activ¬ 
ist who ran for Congress in 1976, and 
writer Lynn Osen. Women For: OC today 
champions virtually every progressive 
cause, all pigeonholed under the ban¬ 
ners of human and civil rights, peace and 
justice, education, health care, and the 
environment. The women insist, how¬ 
ever, they are nonpartisan. 

A sampling of their involvement is 
akin to a laundry list of lefty agitation: 
advocating for LGBT issues in Orange 
County and statewide; protesting frack¬ 
ing in the county; donating new under¬ 
garments to Indian reservations and 
cosmetics to female prisoners; working 
with post-incarceration support orga¬ 
nization Homeboy Industries; and, this 
year, partnering with Stop Hunger Now, 
a meal-packaging program for malnour¬ 
ished communities. 

The most recent cause to capture the 
organization’s attention is the Supreme 
Court’s decision in Burwell v. Hobby 
Lobby, in which closely held corpora¬ 
tions were granted the right to deny spe¬ 
cific contraceptive coverage to employ¬ 
ees on religious grounds. The board 
drew a connection between the Supreme 
Court decision and Orange County’s own 
religious-reproductive standoff in the 
merger of Hoag Hospital and St. Joseph 
Health System, which effectively banned 
abortions at the hospital due to St. 
Joseph’s sensitivity to the procedure. 

“This is not Mississippi,” Curry says, 
sharply pronouncing each word. “This 
is Orange County, California. You can¬ 
not pull this crap here.... You have the 
right to do with your body what you 
want. How dare the men in dresses tell 
the women ...” 

Board member Felicity Figueroa cuts 
in: “Well, if it were truly men in dresses, 
we’d have a much easier time.” The 
women laugh at her subversive, anti- 
Supreme Court one-liner. 



Figueroa is in charge of the Great 
American Write-In, one of the organi¬ 
zation’s two large annual events. “The 
write-in is ... there for people to write 
letters to their congressmen, their legis¬ 
lators and their decision-makers on all 
of the issues brought up by the 50-plus 
organizations that have tables there,” 
Figueroa explains. This year, more than 
300 Write-In attendees generated 2,000 
pieces of mail. (All postage and statio¬ 
nery was paid for by Women For: OC.) 

The Suffrage Day Luncheon, dubbed 
“the oldest feminist event in Orange 
County,” honors community members 
who champion the organization’s values. 
It’s held annually on a weekend as close 
to Aug. 26, the day the 19th Amendment 
was passed, as possible and is attended 
by more than 100 people. 

Women For is historically grounded 
in feminism, but board members vigor¬ 
ously debate whether that holds true for 
the organization today. When asked how 
feminism informs their liberal agenda, 
Vassos responds, “Women are taking the 
leadership and presenting [these issues]. 
I don’t know of any men’s groups in the 
county like this.” 

Figueroa points out that you don’t 
have to declare it a men’s group, as it’s 
already the dominant form. 

When one board member mentions 
that feminism is an unpopular term in 


today’s world and that the organiza¬ 
tion has branched out, Curry interjects, 
“But I’m so proud to be a feminist, and I 
don’t want anyone to take that from me,” 
tapping her Rosie the Riveter name tag 
against her chest. 

“Feminism is all these issues,” 
Figueroa adds. “Feminism and human¬ 
ism should be the same thing.” 

Despite the lack of consensus on femi¬ 
nism, the ladies insist that disagreement 
among this board and its members is rare, 
though that hasn’t always been the case. 
“I used to come home from meetings and 
tell my husband, ‘Give me two hours. 

I have to have two hours of complete 
silence because they were almost throw¬ 
ing things at each other,”’ Vassos recalls 
of previous board makeups. “I went into 
one board meeting and said, ‘I can solve 
this. I taught peaceful negotiations to 
sixth graders. We are going to sit around 
this table, get it all out, and no person¬ 
alities.’ Within five minutes, they were 
screaming and yelling at each other.” 

The relative calm now may have 
something to do with a particular 
practice of theirs. “Every three weeks, 
we have stitch and bitch, where we do 
just as the title says,” one board mem¬ 
ber explains. 

“I try to knit,” adds Curry. “But I seem 
to only be able to bitch.”

DEAR MEXICAN: I'm 
not Mexican, but my 
son-in-law is. He 
is intelligent, bright, 
enthusiastic and pleas¬ 
ant to spend time with. He 
came here illegally with his aunts at the 
age of 18. He and my daughter are married, 
have a 3.5-year-old son, and have gone 
through the entire process of filing papers 
and paying fees so he could enter the 
country legally. Last week, at the instruc¬ 
tion of /a migra, he went to Juarez, Mexico, 
to apply for his visa. He had his physical 
after waiting in line for nine hours. Then, he 
stood in line for his 9:45 a.m. appointment 
from 7 a.m. until the consulate closed at 4 
p.m. He was told to come back tomorrow. 
He showed up at 6 the next morning and 
was finally granted his interview. 

One question that is asked in the inter¬ 
view is: "Have you ever used drugs?" 

Well, being the honest person he is and 
not ever wanting to be accused of lying, he 
answered truthfully: "Yes, I tried some with 
a friend about six months ago." 

It is from this experience that I have 
learned our own U.S. Government doesn't 
care about honest people; it just wants to 
appear "drug-free." He was told he was 
banned from the U.S. and to reapply in two 
and a half years! My daughter is beside 
herself with grief. She cannot afford to pay 
for child care without the help of her hus¬ 
band, so she will be forced to quit her job. 
My grandson believes his daddy doesn't 
love him anymore or he would come home. 
And my son-in-law has learned this les¬ 
son: If you want to enter the U.S. legally, 
don't admit to having done anything 
wrong—period. 

My daughter and grandson are now in

mental-health counseling, but their plan is 
to move to Tijuana, where a family member 
owns a home they can live in. My daughter 
will commute to San Diego if she can find 
work. And for the next five years, while 
they go through the entire process over 
again, I will miss watching my sweet little 
grandson grow up. I will miss having my 
only daughter and best friend with me, and I 
will miss having my loving son-in-law here, 
where he belongs, with his family. 

I've written to my senators asking 
for intervention, and I'm going to get an 
appointment to see an immigration lawyer, 
but I'm not terribly confident. Do you hold 
out any hope for them at all?

I t’s about 2 o’clock on July 31, a hot and humid 
Thursday afternoon, and Mike and Scott 
(who asked to be identified only by their 
first names) are kicking back in Aloha 
Community Collective Association. 

The low-key Santa Ana medical-mari¬ 
juana dispensary is nestled comfortably in a 
somewhat- decrepit two-story building just 
off 17th Street, a couple of blocks from the 
5 freeway. Rachel Garcia, a receptionist and 
budtender, is standing outside the shop. She 
notices two middle-aged men who look like 
typical patients approaching the entrance. 

Suddenly, several police vehicles and a 
paddy wagon pull up. Garcia knows in an instant

the two men are plainclothes cops. Sure enough, they 
signal to the arriving convoy by pointing at the dis¬ 
pensary. They command Garcia to go back inside, 
which she does, immediately informing Mike and 
Scott that police officers are outside. By the 
rn time she starts talking, one of the vehicles is 

MID) already parked on the dispensar/s doorstep, 

almost blocking the front door. 

Mike and Scott have operated Aloha 
for five years, changing locations annually. 
They’ve previously been raided by the 
feds—the Drug Enforcement Administra¬ 
tion (DEA), to be exact—and have had to 
contend with frequent code-enforcement 
checks. But never, they say, did they expect

to be raided by the Santa Ana Police 
Department (SAPD). Yet there they are: 
Other than the two plainclothes officers 
and one person in a Los Angeles Police 
Department uniform, all the officers are 
carrying badges identifying them as Santa 
Ana cops. 

Besides Mike, Scott and Garcia, there 
were three other people inside the club. 
All six were quickly handcuffed and com¬ 
manded to sit. The officers refused to tell 
anyone if they were under arrest. “They 
said they were going to cite us,” Garcia 
recalls. “It would take a few hours, and 
then we’d be out.” 

As it turned out. Aloha was one of the 
first dispensaries to be raided that after¬ 
noon, so the paddy wagon was otherwise 
empty on the short ride to the Santa Ana 
Jail. They could consider themselves 
lucky: Nearly 70 people would be arrested 
that day, many of whom would complain 
about cramped, even dangerously over¬ 
heated conditions in the vehicle and, later, 
the city jail. 

Some 24 dispensaries were targeted by 
Santa Ana cops throughout the afternoon. 
Seven were already closed when officers 
arrived, staff at another managed to flee the 
location before they could be arrested, and 
16 others were successfully raided, accord¬ 
ing to a SAPD list obtained by the Weekly. 

A total of 68 people were cited as being in 
violation of the city’s municipal code ban¬ 
ning the owning or operating of, as well as 
volunteering at, a cannabis dispensary. 

Once at the jail, Mike and Scott were 
taken to a holding cell; although the maxi¬ 
mum occupancy posted was eight, the 
cell was already crowded with at least 20 
people. Mike and Scott were held there 
overnight and fined $500 each. 

“I have a history of claustrophobia,” 
Scott says. When he complained to offi¬ 
cers about the condition of the cell, he 
says, he was placed in solitary confine¬ 
ment for eight hours. “[An officer] threw 
me in a cell. I got put in a confinement 
situation for pointing out a human right. 
After she put me in the cell, she started 
putting people back in the chairs back in 
the big room.” 

Mike remained in the packed holding 
cell, where, he says, he was repeatedly 
refused access to his heart medication, 
which he hoped his girlfriend could bring 
to the jail. Garcia says she endured the 
same treatment. 

“I was just more mad that I didn’t get to 
put my daughter to sleep that night,” she 
says, adding she wasn’t released until 6 a.m. 
Friday. Luckily, her best friend was able to 
pick up her daughter from daycare. When 
she was finally released, her phone was 
already dead, but she was able to borrow 
someone else’s to contact her fellow Aloha 
employees, who gave her a ride home. 

Asked how she felt about being locked 
up overnight, Garcia had a message for 
Santa Ana cops: “Go fight real crime,” she 
said. “Go raid the meth houses.” 


S anta Ana has officially banned 
medical-marijuana dispensaries 
from operating in the city since 
2007. Police have only been used 
to support the city's code-enforcement 
staff, not to make arrests by charging dis¬ 
pensary employees with misdemeanor 
criminal violations. 

In the years since the Santa Ana's barely 
enforced ban took effect, however. Orange 
County has witnessed a war on medical 
marijuana that has resulted in the closure 
of nearly all storefront dispensaries that 
were operating in other cities. DEA raids 
in Costa Mesa, as well as city-supported 
federal asset-forfeiture lawsuits against 
landlords in Anaheim and Lake Forest, 
pushed many shops to Santa Ana. 

In the context of OC’s ongoing potpoca- 


lypse, Santa Ana’s civil-only enforcement 
has resulted in what is effectively a Wild 
West scenario, with dispensaries open¬ 
ing shop throughout the city in residen¬ 
tial neighborhoods and business parks. 
Finally, on Nov. 15,2013, the city took 
action, sending legal notices to every dis¬ 
pensary in Santa Ana to warn them they 
had 15 days to shut down or face civil and 
criminal penalties. The cutoff date came 
and went. The dispensaries stayed. 

As of July 15, just a couple of weeks 
before Santa Ana’s great pot raid, the city 
estimated no less than 81 dispensaries 
were still operating within its boundar¬ 
ies. Meanwhile, marijuana activists had 
managed to gather enough signatures to 
qualify a medical-marijuana regulatory 
initiative for the November 2014 ballot.

Sponsored by the Orange County chap¬ 
ter of the National Organization for the 
Reform of Marijuana Law (NORML), the 
proposal would limit the number of shops 
operating within the city to 22, set the 
patient age requirement at 18 years old 
and allow delivery services to continue. 

A competing proposal backed by the city 
has an age requirement of 21 to enter a 
dispensary, disallows all delivery services 
and reduces the number of shops to 18. A 
separate initiative similar to OC NORML’s 
and backed by a group of dispensaries 
failed to secure the requisite signatures 
for placement on the ballot. 

As if that weren’t confusing enough, at a 
July 15 meeting, the Santa Ana City Coun¬ 
cil took public comments on whether to

add a third ballot proposal that would 
ban medical-marijuana dispensaries alto¬ 
gether. Not surprisingly, the meeting drew 
a packed, highly impassioned crowd that 
was evenly divided between pro- and anti¬ 
marijuana speakers. 

Santa Ana resident Steve McGuigan 
scolded the City Council, saying its lack of 
leadership had led to a plague of pot clubs 
in his neighborhood. “The enforcement is 
on you guys, the policies that youVe used 
for code enforcement,” he charged. “It’s 
on you.” 

Another resident, Robin Cook, pleaded 
with the council to go forward with the 
proposed voter initiative banning all pot 
clubs. “Please show some intestinal for¬ 
titude and put this choice on the ballot,” 
he said. 


prevails,” Tinajero said, “and the city will 
have no way to enforce it.” Instead, he and 
Sarmiento urged the council to support 
a policy of taxation and regulation, citing 
the tax income expected from licensed 
dispensaries as the only means of allowing 
adequate enforcement. 

But their argument quickly became 
moot. Without warning, Martinez substi¬ 
tuted a new motion for the council's vote: 
allocating $500,000 toward the creation 
of a vice squad tasked with enforcing the 
city's current marijuana ban. The vote 
passed 5-1. 

Immediately following the meeting, 
Santa Ana Police Chief Carlos Rojas 
ordered his subordinates to change their 
marijuana-enforcement policy, Santa 
Ana Police spokesman Anthony Bertagna 
told the Weekly. Bertagna said he was 
unaware whether Rojas was directly 
ordered to change enforcement tactics 
based on instruction from the City Coun¬ 


MEANWHILE, ACCORDING TO DISPENSARY

WERE RAIDED, AND ALL VOLUNTEERS, 
RECEPTIONISTS AND SECURITY GUARDS WERE 
ARRESTED AND ISSUED MISDEMEANOR TICKETS 
FOR VIOLATING THE CITY'S POT BAN. 


“It makes no sense to add a third mea¬ 
sure to the ballot at this time,” countered 
Derick Warden, another Santa Ana resi¬ 
dent. “It's time to tax it, regulate it and 
treat it like wine.” 

Also arguing against a ban was a self- 
identified marijuana-prescribing doc¬ 
tor named Mark Wagner, who told the 
council that regulation is necessary to 
give patients safe access to medical-grade 
cannabis, rather than contaminated 
street weed. 

After more than two hours of pub¬ 
lic comments, the council looked 
exhausted—except for bespectacled 
councilwoman Michelle Martinez, who 
launched into an anti-marijuana tirade, 
urging her colleagues to support an elec¬ 
toral ban on marijuana dispensaries and 
berating the presence of “pot shops” and 
“dab bars” in her city. “If you look at the 
application Weedmaps, you will see that 
there are literally 30 to 40 of these dab 
bars,” she said. 

Both Mayor Pro Tern Sal Tinajero and 
councilman Vince Sarmiento argued the 
city did not have the resources to enforce 
Santa Ana's current ban, let alone a new 
one. “If we place a ban on the ballot, 
there's a very good chance that the ban 


cil or other city officials. (Rojas was out 
of town and unavailable to speak with 
the Weekly.) “Whether there were con¬ 
versations with the council, city manager 
and the chief... I'm certainly not privy 
to those,” Bertagna said. 

However the message was passed to 
police, the outcome was clear: Anyone 
found to be working in a dispensary in the 
city would be arrested and charged with a 
misdemeanor crime. 

I n the week following the July 15 
meeting, Santa Ana police raided 17 
dispensaries throughout the city and 
issued 42 misdemeanor citations. 
Three of the shops—Wax R Us, Emerald 
and Wax City—were so-called dab bars, 
dispensaries offering a potent (and con¬ 
troversial) form of concentrated cannabis 
that requires the use of a blowtorch and 
a titanium nail to ingest. Meanwhile, 
according to dispensary sources who 
spoke with the Weekly, undercover police 
officers posing as patients began visiting 
other shops that had yet to be raided. 

Those dispensaries didn't have to 
wait long. On July 24, at least three were 
raided, and all volunteers, receptionists 
and security guards were arrested and 

































issued misdemeanor tickets for violat¬ 
ing the city’s pot ban. According to one 
anonymous dispensary source, the police 
didn’t even bother interrogating anyone 
and did not confiscate any marijuana 
or cash. “No one was interviewed at the 
city—just fingerprinted and charged with 
being unlawfully present at a marijuana 
dispensary and given court dates,” the 
source said. 

The biggest arrests, of course, took 
place on July 31. That day, a dispensary 
volunteer, who asked to remain anony¬ 
mous, recognized one of the cops par¬ 
ticipating in the raid as a card-carrying 
patient who had previously been at the 
shop asking for marijuana. “He was actu¬ 
ally there when the raid happened, and 
I think he was here two weeks prior to 
the raid,” the source said. “He wasn’t 
a first-time patient that day. 

From what I know, he 
was part of the raid.” 

According to 
several accounts 
provided to 
the Weekly by 
the targeted 
dispensaries, 
the raids were 
carried out in 
two distinct 
styles. At some 
shops, one to 
three under¬ 
cover officers 
were already 
inside the dis¬ 
pensary posing 
as patients when 
police arrived and held 
open a door to allow their 
fellow officers in. At 
other locations, police 
threatened to arrest 
security guards (for which the guards 
would lose their licenses) and managed to 
convince the guards to allow them in. 

At one shop, officers surprised 
employees by running in and yelling, 
“Police Department!” The manager tried 
to lock the door to the tending room, 
usually a backroom where marijuana is 
stored on shelves. But an officer pulled it 
open so forcefully the door nearly came 
off its hinges. 

“It felt like a robbery,” the source 
stated, adding that officers then began 
interrogating the manager. “So how do 
your dabs work?” he says they demanded. 
The manager reportedly replied, “Sir, we 
do not medicate on-site,” which failed to 
impress the cops. 

“Oh, look out, he knows the lingo,” one 
officer allegedly stated. “He must be a 
weed expert.” 

One anonymous dispensary source 
told the Weekly that two undercover cops 
entered the shop just moments before 
the police arrived. “There was a tall male 
and a woman,” the source said. The two 
purported patients were asked to provide 
valid California driver’s licenses and 
doctor’s recommendations. “The male 
left to go get their recs from the car, and 


the female waited and continued with 
her questioning about how dispensaries 
work,” the source stated. Just a few min¬ 
utes later, about seven uniformed cops 
entered the dispensary. 

At another location, officers allegedly 
began searching the personal belongings 
of everyone there. “They started ask¬ 
ing for ID, and some had their ID in the 
office,” one anonymous source claimed. 
When some of the employees refused to 
cooperate and complained the rights of 
those present were being violated, the 
lead officer grew angry. “Shut the fuck 
up,” the source claims the cop yelled. 
“Everybody’s an attorney. Go to fucking 
school.” The officers then proceeded to 
continue their search. 

A fourth dispensary source says he 
recognized one of the offi¬ 
cers in the raid as a patient 
who had previously signed 
a statement that he 
was not working for 
law enforcement. 
According to the 
source, the cop 
seemed apolo¬ 
getic. “I 
know 
you guys. 
You’re 
one of 
the good 
ones,” the 
source claims 
the cop told him. 
“I thought we 
were going to leave 
you alone.” 

Several of the sources 
who provided state¬ 
ments to the Weekly 
complained less about 
police tactics during the raids than of 
the conditions they suffered following 

their arrest. One dispensary worker 
claimed the paddy wagon was already full 
when she was arrested. “We were the last 
stop before the jail,” she said. At the jail, 
guards “proceeded to put 35-plus of us in 
the same cell [that was] made for eight. 
Instantly, the cell was 20 degrees warmer, 
no one could sit down, and the smell was 
horrible from all the bodies in such a 
small place.” 

The source further claimed that 
guards began releasing some of the 
female arrestees after midnight because 
the cells were too full. “No one from our 
shop who was brought in had any kind of 
[police] record, and we are patients our¬ 
selves,” she said. 

While Santa Ana police appeared to 
have every intention of arresting anyone 
working at the dispensaries, according 
to Bertagna, the cops weren’t looking to 
book any patients that day. “No patients 
were taken into custody,” he insisted. 
However, at least two of the people 
arrested claim they were not working or 
volunteering for the dispensary, but were 
nonetheless booked and processed along¬ 
side everyone else.

“I was one of the patrons arrested at 
[the] collective along with all their staff 
and volunteers,” one person claimed in a 
written statement provided to the Weekly. 
(The name of that person, who asked to 
remain anonymous, was included on the 
list of arrestees from the raids that was 
provided to the Weekly by Bertagna.) “I 
have absolutely no affiliation with the 
collective and was there solely as a visi¬ 
tor.” The person said he had retained an 
attorney and was in the process of filing a 
complaint against the city. 

“I was actually arrested,” said a woman 
present during the raid on Aloha who 
asked to be identified as Miss A. She 
denied working for the club, saying she 
simply happened to know one of the own¬ 
ers. “I was visiting Mike for his birthday,” 
she said. “[SAPD officers] didnT ask me 
any questions, if we were employees, if we 
were volunteers.” 

pproximately 20 marijuana 
advocates attended the Aug. 5 
Santa Ana City Council meet¬ 
ing. They carried prepared 
statements and signs proclaiming, “Tm 
a patient” and, “Tm a human being”; 
they planned to barrage the council with 
detailed narratives of how their rights 
were violated during the raids less than a 
week earlier. But that was not to be: The 


council, with only four of its seven mem¬ 
bers present, chose to delay discussion 
of the dispensary issue until all members 
were in attendance. 

Upon hearing this, at least half the 
audience left the room. Almost three 
hours into the meeting, the floor was 
opened for general public comments. 
Most residents who spoke had little to say 


about medical marijuana. They seemed 
more concerned with bicycle registration 
and the proposed Fourth Street light-rail 
project. However, Phillip Escobedo, who 
had spoken against dispensaries at the 
last council meeting, urged voters to take 
a stand against weed in his city. ‘T want to 
urge every registered voter here to vote 
no on both marijuana initiatives because 


both of them want to delete the ban and 
make these dispensaries legal,” he said. 
“They are a drug cartel.” 

Matt Pappas, a medical-marijuana law¬ 
yer who has frequently battled with Santa 
Ana and other cities that have banned 
cannabis clubs, left that meeting early to 
argue in favor of regulating marijuana at 
a Costa Mesa City Council meeting. Pap¬ 


pas criticized police for raiding the clubs 
without search warrants. 

“When you break in to seize people, 
you need warrants,” he told the Weekly, 
adding that Santa Ana’s vote to bud¬ 
get $500,000 for raiding collectives 
amounted to the equivalent of “spend¬ 
ing half a million dollars to violate the 
Fourth Amendment.” 


Randall T. Longwith, another medical- 
marijuana lawyer, told the Weekly he is 
already representing three people who 
were wrongfully arrested during the raids. 
He predicted the raids will lead to a class- 
action lawsuit against the city and blamed 
a lack of cohesion between the City Coun¬ 
cil and the SAPD for the confusion over 
marijuana. “Either there’s absolute, abject 
lying going on to the public, or there is an 
unbelievable failure of communication 
between the two entities,” he said. 

One of the few marijuana activists who 
stayed at the Aug. 5 meeting to speak was 
Kandice Hawes, director of OC NORML. 
“The situation that we have in Santa Ana 
is a result of the police department,” 
she told the Weekly the next day. By not 
enforcing its ban, Hawes argued, the city 
bears responsibility for the massive influx 
of dispensaries. “We originally wrote our 
initiative to solve that problem,” she said. 
“We’re in a really awkward position.” 

Hawes predicts that voters will give 
support to either the city’s initiative 
regulating pot clubs or to the initiative 
proposed by NORML. “I think the resi¬ 
dents understand that the current policy 
of officially banning the collectives while 
allowing them to exist without regulation 
isn’t working,” she said. “If Santa Ana vot¬ 
ers pass one of the two medical-marijuana 
measures, they can be the leaders of the 
county. Other cities and groups are watch¬ 
ing to see what the outcome will be. This 
vote is more important than just one city.”

Faux Pho 


Vegan Cuisine in Fountain Valley serves a fake fish that just might fool you

V egan Cuisine isn't found by 
accident. It's in a strip mall 
that has a Laundromat, a palm 
reader and an outpost of the 
infamous $1.99 Restaurant, located in 
the hinterlands of Fountain Valley on the 
stretch of Edinger I usually take to get to 
somewhere else. Since the restaurant isn't 
on the street-facing part of the complex, 
there's a sign with an arrow that directs 
people to walk toward a covered corridor 
between the armpit of two buildings. It's 
tucked in the back, past the hair salon. 

It must be noted that before becoming 
the newest entrant in Little Saigon's small 
sisterhood of Vietnamese vegan restau¬ 
rants—Au Lac, Bo De Tinh Tam Chay and 
Zen Vegetarian—Vegan Cuisine was a Viet¬ 
namese cafe. This might explain why there 
are curvy red vinyl booths that look as 
though they're from a long-forgotten Tim 
Burton movie, a smoking patio and a small 
stage where a microphone and speakers 
are set up for warbly Vietnamese karaoke 
at night. There's also an LCD TV tuned to a 
channel broadcasting the teachings of one 
Supreme Master Ching Hai, whom I recog¬ 
nized from the LCD TVs tuned to the same 
channel at Loving Hut, the vegan restau¬ 
rant chain. But for now, there's hardly even 
a cult following for the place. My mates 
and I have visited twice, and both times we 
were the only customers (apparently not 
enough reason for the restaurant to turn on 
the air conditioning). 

Despite the vegan nomenclature, the 
place is intended to be inclusive of all 
diners, with a menu that has burgers, 
spaghetti and even pad Thai. Vegan Cui¬ 
sine doesn't want to be just a Vietnamese 
restaurant, either. English is spoken here. 
What took some deciphering, though, 
were words like “Swimming Free” and 
“Feather Light,” which turned out to be 
code for vegan approximations of fish and 
chicken, respectively. After figuring that 
out, one can assume that any dish with 
“Grazing Moon” in its description had 
vegan beef as protein. 

And there were a few using that protein, 
including a bo luc lac, and even a faux pho 
with brown slices of the slightly chewy 
fake meat in an anise-scented veggie broth. 
Did it taste like pho? Close enough. I 
enjoyed it for what it was: an umami-rich 
bowl of noodles that slurps just as satisfy- 
ingly, and with strips of tofu I dipped into 
my usual slurry of Sriracha and hoisin. 

On other dishes, I'd be unaware the 
place was vegan if I didn't know it already. 
Banh xeo was served with the same Ama¬ 
zon of herbs and lettuces. Stuffed summer 
rolls wrapped in translucent cylinders 
were dipped into a thick peanut sauce. 



FISHY, BUT NOT QUITE 
"SWIMMING FREE"

Refreshing soursop smoothies soothed and 
reminded me of childhood summers. 

The best dishes featured that “Swim¬ 
ming Free” meat. Since there's an entirely 
separate menu dedicated to it, you get the 
impression it's the specialty of the house. 
Vegan Cuisine has every right to be proud 
of it. The blend of mysterious ingredients 
(probably mostly soy) was uncanny in its 
fish fakery. There's no better way than this 
for your palate to be so blatantly lied to. 

It's all in the texture, which falls apart in 
the mouth in exactly the way your brain 
expects a Gorton's fish stick should. The 
best application was in Vegan Cuisine's 
version of cha ca Thang Long, the tur¬ 
meric-tinged grilled fish dish served with 
tons of dill that's popular in Hanoi. Here 
the dish wasn't so much grilled, but rather 
deep-fried in what I assume was its origi¬ 
nal form as battered fish patties. But it's 
served per tradition: on a sizzling hot plate, 
decorated with tufts of dill, wilted onions, 
peanuts and a wad of rice noodle on the 
side to eat it with. 

The “Swimming Free” meat can also 
be had as fish and chips, served with sea¬ 
soned fries, vegan tartar sauce and a salad 


composed of mostly leaf lettuce. It's prob¬ 
ably the only non-Vietnamese dish that 
anyone should try here. I did not like the 
lasagna, which could've been a good one— 
with zucchini, broccoli, ground soy meat 
and tomato sauce layered between pasta 
sheets—if it didn't have dried-out corners 
as though it'd just been reheated too long 
in the microwave. 

The pad Thai is also to be avoided if 
you're expecting pad Thai. It used the 
wider rice noodle usually reserved for 
pad see ew, but my friends and I couldn't 
decide whether the sauce tasted closer to 
barbecue or the stuff Filipinos douse over 
their version of spaghetti. It did have more 
fried tofu than fake meat as protein. Upon 
finding some, my friend said something 
rather profound and Homer Simpson- 
esque: “Mmm. I like fried tofu. You know 
what it is. It doesn't need to lie to you.”

I t's SO, so easy to trash our cousins in the 
Inland Empire, but we owe our love of 
Mexican food to them. San Bernardino 
gave us Glenn Bell of Taco Bell fame; Del 
Taco's first location was in Yermo; Duane 
R. Roberts invented the frozen burrito, 
thereby ensuring the survival of truck driv¬ 
ers and college students. Our love of big 
burritos was solidified by pioneers such 
as Rosa Maria's, Baker's Drive-In (origina¬ 
tor of a designated drive-through lane 
for Mexican food) and Taco Iia, the first 
Mexican fast-food chain in America. 

To try 909-Mex, though, you'd have to 
get off the 91 or the 15—and who would 
ever do thatl Thankfully, we no longer 
have to face that prospect graciasto 
Miguel's Jr., which opened up its first 
location in Costa Mesa in 2012 after 
40 years in the Inland Empire, recently 
debuted in Orange and plans more OC 
spots. Think of it as the TK Burger of 
Riverside County—not necessarily the 
biggest regional chain, but nevertheless 
beloved. Its menu is straightforward: 
hard-shell tacos, nachos, quesadillas, and 
simple combo plates featuring such Cal- 
Mex favorites as shredded beef and chile 
verde. But the reason to visit Miguel's 
Jr. is its I E-style burritos, exemplars of 
the region's love for its Mexican food. 
Although the squat Miguel's Jr. Original 
is the namesake and delicious, the most 
iconic is the Garbage Burrito, which is the 
working-class brother of Chipotle-style 
burritos—^think a bunch of ingredients 
inside a powdery flour tortilla that's 
stretched to its physical capacity. 

But my favorite burrito at Miguel's Jr. 
was also popularized in the IE; it's a simple 
beans, cheese and rice concoction that 
isn't that big. This was the original bur¬ 
rito that entered the United States in the 
1950s, one that's an endangered species 
in this land of came asada, fish and Cali¬ 
fornia burritos. Miguel's Jr. makes a fabu¬ 
lous version, with silky beans, fluffy Span¬ 
ish rice and the right amount of Cheddar 
to bind the two. Sure, it's hard for OCers to 
forsake their Wahoo's and Chronic Tacos 
for something new, but visit Miguel's Jr. 
for your edible, delicious history lesson.

L et’s be clear about this week’s 
interview: Sessions is a sand¬ 
wich restaurant. Sure, sandwich 
is in the name, but with flat- 
breads, breakfast selections and salads, 
it is so much more. Local boys who have 
their flavor profiles and customer service 
in check. Matt Meddock and Max Schlutz 
explain it all. 

OC WEEKLY; Where does the name come from? 
MATT MEDDOCK: Sessions is a common 
slang term used in Southern California 
(i.e., I’m going for surf sessions, skate ses¬ 
sions, snowboard sessions, etc.). 

Whafs the difference between an East 
Coast deli and your West Coast deli? 

MAX SCHLUTZ: An East Coast deli tends 
to celebrate quantity; most feature menus 
that are 100 items long. I won’t speak to 
them beyond that. A West Coast deli rep¬ 
resents simplicity in design, extensiveness 
in flavor profiles and health consciousness 
at its core. We are the place to refuel for 
the active person, the avid athlete and for 
those who appreciate attention to detail. 
Culinarily speaking, Orange County has 
the best: 

MEDDOCK: Variety. We live in a melting 
pot of cultures. 

SCHLUTZ: Potential. It’s an emerging col¬ 
lection of talented, young chefs, with an 
affluent and hungry audience that eats out 
more than it eats in. It’s surrounded by local 
farms, oceans and artisan purveyors, all of 
which make for a dynamic dining scene. 
What is your beverage of choice? 

MEDDOCK: Sculpin IPA. I get it at Pavilions. 
SCHLUTZ: Pliny the Elder. I get it from a 
small liquor store in San Pedro. I also love 
an Allagash Curieux from Maine, which I 
sometimes cut with Well’s Banana Bread. 
Both are available at Hi-Times Wine Cel¬ 
lars or Whole Foods.

Your earliest food memory: 

MEDDOCK: Growing up at the beach and 
my mom’s cooler full of food. I am one 
of three boys, and most of our days were 
spent in Balboa. 

SCHLUTZ: When I was really young, I 
used to love seared scallops and asparagus 
in puff pastry at Gemmel’s Restaurant in 
Costa Mesa and the hamburger with spin¬ 
ach and bacon from Le Biarritz. 

Best culinary tip for the home cook: 
SCHLUTZ: Always season your greens with 
salt and pepper before you dress them. 
Great food is all about layering flavors, 
and this is step one. Step two is never 
dress your greens directly. Pour your 
dressing around the side of the salad bowl, 
and slowly bring your lettuce to the dress¬ 
ing as you toss gently This allows you 
to decide when you feel the greens have 
enough coating to them, as you transfer 
them to a plate. Greens should be moist 
and delicious, not limp and overdressed. 
Weirdest customer request (and did you 
do it?): 

MEDDOCK: Pastrami with mozzarella and 
tomatoes. Yes, of course we did it. We’ll do 
anything we can to make sure our custom¬ 
ers get what they want. 

SCHLUTZ: A few years back, I was asked to 
help redevelop a Mexican-themed sports 
bar. On my first day there, a customer 
ordered nachos, no came asada, substitute 
hot wings. And no, I did not.

A New Zen 

Ahimsa Vegan Cafe moves into Zephyr’s spot, 
improves on the longtime vegan restaurant’s offerings 


L ast year, Long Beach’s oldest 

vegan and raw restaurant uncer¬ 
emoniously disappeared from 
its long-standing location at 340 
E. Fourth St., without so much as a closing 
party or note to loyal customers. Despite 
wonky hours and notoriously slow cook 
times. Zephyr was the much-loved bastion 
of health food and alternative thought on 
the northern fringes of the East Village 
Arts District, perfect for a lazy-day seitan 
bowl or a casual meeting over zucchini and 
tempeh sandwiches—until it was gone. 

Thankfully, the kirtan-loving, political- 
rallying, crunchy-granola vibe that Zephyr 
cultivated for the city’s artists, hippies and 
college students remains not only intact, 
but also on steroids at its former location. 
Aside from its hard-to-pronounce name 
(“ahh-heem-sah”), Ahimsa is an upgrade 
from Zephyr, with a fresh, redecorated 
interior (think: chalkboard menu art and a 
South Asian-inspired mural) and a selec¬ 
tion of healthy foods that adds Indian flair 
to the previous vegetarian offerings. 

For Zephyr fans who refuse to accept 
change (okay, I might be one of them), 
most of the classics remain. The teriyaki 
bowl is a replica of Zephyr’s teriyaki 
vegetable-and-tofu bowl, minus the black 
beans, which didn’t make much sense 
alongside chunks of pineapple and under a 
sweet teriyaki glaze anyway. The Vietnam¬ 
ese spring rolls and vegetable sushi rolls 
that sat under Zephyr’s “Living Foods” 
header have been moved into the appetizer 
section at Ahimsa, and they still come with 
sides of the addicting (and unavailable any¬ 
where else!) tahini ginger dipping sauce. 

Lastly, Zephyr’s MF Works Burger—long 
known as the best vegan burger in Long 
Beach—is alive and well as Ahimsa’s house

burger. It’s a house-made vegan patty that 
somehow manages to be juicy and full 
of meaty consistency without any of the 
grease or gluttony. Stacked high with fixin’s 
ranging from tomato and avocado to vegan 
mozzarella and vegan mayo, this burger is 
full of flavor and texture approximations 
that make for a dripping, two-handed mess 
of a meal. As rare as it is to find a vegan 
burger that satiates meat-eaters, this might 
be the one. 

But Ahimsa isn’t just a Zephyr redux. 
With an emphasis on Indian culture and 
cuisine (a legitimate Hare Krishna wearing 
a hairnet over his sikha was the cook last 
time I went), a selection of curries, chutney 
and samosas also line the menu. 

A yellow vegetable curry drapes over 
cauliflower, garbanzo beans and brown 
rice with a hint of spice for the India bowl, 
but for the India wrap, that same curry is 
blended with cucumber and warm lavash 
for a more handheld dish. Both come with 
a side of crispy papadums and sweet berry 
chutney, India’s version of chips and salsa. 

Ahimsa’s owners also removed all alco¬ 
holic beverages, replacing them with a 
juice bar. These thoughtful owners hark 
back to their predecessors while carving 
their own cafe’s identity, making it an even 
more sought-after destination.

THE MASK 


The Mask of Greatness

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Frank exposes the gulf between the brilliant and the rest of us

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G enius is hell, both for the 

blessed and for those stuck in 
the shadows, cursed to spend a 
lifetime smashing their heads 
against the glass. In its presence, we find 
ourselves dwarfed and dumb, like moths. 
We know we're before brilliance we can't 
comprehend—and we know we'll never 
have it, no matter how hard we try. 

In England in the '80s, there was a pop 
musician named Frank Sidebottom who 
became less famous for his fuzzy covers 
of hits than the giant mask he wore while 
he sang, an 18-inch fiberglass globe with 
round eyes, big lips and a prim side part. 
He wasn't a genius. He was a novelty—and 
perhaps a bit of a nut. As with so many 
gag acts from that decade, Sidebottom and 
his band, the Freshies, were as much per¬ 
formance artists as rockers—Sidebottom 
himself once said that his favorite show 
was for 15 bored people who wound up 
ignoring him to play with a ball. 

British journalist Jon Ronson (the 
author of the nonfiction must-reads Them, 
The Psychopath Test and The Men Who 
Stare at Goats) played keyboard for the 
Freshies and admits the only require¬ 
ments were the ability to finger C, F and 
G, as well as the patience to always call 
the man in the mask “Frank." (When 


Frank took it off, he reverted to Chris 
Sievey.) The masterstroke of Frank, 
the film Ronson co-wrote with Peter 
Straughan 15 years later and set in the 
present day, is that this time, the man 
in the mask is a modern Mozart. And, 
unsparingly, Ronson has written himself 
as the jealous goober—the band's igno¬ 
rant lago—who risks everything, with the 
delusion that he's the smart one. 

In his first gig with Soronprfbs—the 
unpronounceable name is the first clue 
that Frank has no aspirations of radio 
airtime—Jon (Domhnall Gleeson) shows 
up resembling a modern rock star in 
a hoodie and T-shirt. He finally has a 
chance to look as cool as the dudes whose 
albums line the shelves of his room, and 
he's instantly outclassed by the band: two 
French snobs (Carla Azar and Fran 9 ois 
Civil); a theremin-pounding banshee 
(Maggie Gyllenhaal); and Frank (Michael 
Fassbender), the Easter Island god of the 
stage, who has paired his giant head with 
a scuba suit. 

Frank never takes off the head. But how 
does he eat, brush his teeth or shave? Jon 
asks. Replies Soronprfbs' manager (Scoot 
McNairy), “You're just going to have to go 
with this.” And so we do. Director Lenny 
Abrahamson frames the film as a mil¬ 


lennial myth, sealing the band away in a 
remote cabin in Ireland to record their first 
album, which sounds like whale noises, 
acid freak-outs and the B-52s. (Composer 
Stephen Rennicks may be a genius him¬ 
self.) Isolated among the trees, Frank walks 
tall—all Fassbender has to act with is his 
spine—and unnerves Jon with his ability 
to compose a song as easily as breathing. 

An off-the-cuff ode to a strand of fabric 
becomes a ditty worthy of prime Paul 
McCartney. He's no gimmick—he just looks 
like one. And like Jon, we're torn between 
wanting to share his gifts with the world 
and the looming fear the world has become 
so cynical it will write him off as a joke. 

Wrested from the forest and steered 
at Jon's request to the streets of Austin's 
South By Southwest festival, Frank looks 
smaller and stupider—no better than the 
twee ukelele starlets and a whole lot less 
accessible. The real-world detour is grat¬ 
ing, as are Jon's frequent tweets about the 
band, but that they cheapen the alienness 
of the film's first half is kind of the point. 
As much as we might wish they weren't, 
our brains are aligned with the small- 
minded and corruptible Jon: Our culture 
has so merged music and commerce that 
we can't be in the thrall of splendor with¬ 
out wondering how to market it. Even 


Frank himself falls sway to fame, mutter¬ 
ing about YouTube, which he calls “secret 
camera,” as if it's a mystifying cargo cult. 
Only Gyllenhaal's angry art-rock girl is 
aware of the fragility of his mental health: 
Frank doesn't wear the head because he 
can; he wears the head because he must. 

Look closely at Frank's mask, and you'll 
spot two plaster bandages by his nose, 
a hint at a life that's taken some lumps. 
Study Fassbender's limbs and see one of 
the best physical performances of the 
decade. His face never changes, but he 
has visible soul. In small movements—the 
twitch of a hand, a wobble under a door 
frame, a beer and straw held uselessly by 
his painted mouth—Fassbender gives us 
glimpses of what Frank's isolating genius 
has cost him. Would we, too, sacrifice 
normal pleasures for a chance at eternal 
greatness? Or would we rather suffer 
alongside Jon, cursed with the heart¬ 
melting torture of knowing the gods of 
music will never love us in return?

AND SO IT GOES And So It Goes, 
director Rob Reiner's timid, elder rom- 
com, concerns real estate agent Oren 
(Michael Douglas), who's first shown 
paying his respects at his wife's grave 
on her birthday—a gentle introduction 
that immediately neuters the subsequent 
portrait of him as an unrepentant jerk 
who likes to shoot lawn-crapping dogs 
with a paintball gun and treat prospective 
clients with racial/ethnic insensitivity. 
Oren's life is thrown for a loop when his 
former-addict son, Luke (Scott Shepherd), 
shows up and tells him that he's going 
off to jail and leaving Oren to care for 
the granddaughter, Sarah (Sterling 
Jerins), whom he never knew he had. 

If that sounds like a creaky means of 
kick-starting Oren's transformation from 
prick to prince, it's not as clumsy as the 
attendant symbolic subplot involving 
Sarah studying caterpillars' metamorpho¬ 
sis. This science project is facilitated by 
Oren's neighbor Leah (Diane Keaton), a 
lounge singer who's prone to burst into 
tears during performances and who so 
quickly takes to Sarah that, only a day 
after the girl arrives, she's already calling 
Leah "Grandma." Oren's grumpiness and 
Leah's weepiness are presented as two 
sides of the same lonely widower/widow 
coin. In Sarah, Reiner (working from 
Mark Andrus' hoary script) offers his 
protagonists a vehicle for their renais¬ 
sance, as the girl's arrival instigates a 
combination of cantankerous arguments 
and inelegant courtship. While Sarah 
expresses distaste for mayonnaise on 
her bologna sandwiches, Reiner seems 
to be a big fan of the condiment, slather¬ 
ing it across his camera lens to give the 
movie a soft-focus visual smeariness that 
goes hand in hand with its hazy plotting. 
As contrivances pile up, so too do the 
groans. The result is a lumbering attempt 
at sweet-and-saucy romance. (PG-13)

THE HUNDRED-FOOT JOURNEY Lasse 
Hallstrom has become an expert at mak¬ 
ing mom-jeans movies, nonthreatening 
pictures in which headstrong women find 
love just when they think it's too late and 
turn small French villages topsy-turvy by 
opening chocolate shops. But the tragedy 
and the glory of mom jeans is that they're 
comfy, at least when they're well engi¬ 
neered. Hallstrom's The Hundred-Foot 
Journey, in which the prim proprietress 
of a tres chic restaurant in the French 
countryside learns life lessons from a 
raucous family of Indian emigrees, is 
almost embarrassingly enjoyable, despite 
the fact that—or maybe because—it's 
ridiculous in a shiny, Hollywood way. 

You don't have to buy the plot twists to 
enjoy Helen Mirren and Om Puri duking 
it out over which tastes better, coq au 
vin or tandoori chicken. There's pleasure 
in watching them fume, argue, and 
ultimately make peace under the soft 
glow of a Michelin star. Puri's Papa is 
the head of a clan that runs a successful 
restaurant in India, until a tragedy sends 
them packing to France. Papa decides to 
put down roots and open a restaurant. He 
finds the perfect locale just 100 feet from 
the hugely successful Le Saule Pleureur, 
run by the forbiddingly proper Madame 


Mallory (Mirren). Hallstrom ticks off all 
the boxes: This is a story about redemp¬ 
tion and tolerance, about finding love 
at any age or stage of life, about the 
way cross-cultural culinary fusion can 
bring us all closer. But it's loaded with 
enchanting scenery and wicked food 
porn in colors so amazing—the fiery 
orange-red of a tomato, the bushy green 
of a parsley garnish—it could incite 
stubborn toddlers to eat vegetables (PG) 
Stephanie Zacharek. Countywide. 

INTO THE STORM Incompatible fronts 
collide in director Steven Quale's 
weather-horror patience-tester Into 
the Storm. The first is the summertime 
yen for righteous kablooey, the dumber 
the better, exemplified here by drunk 
galoots hauling ass into a twister on a 
four-wheeler ATV. In the climactic mega¬ 
funnel, jets and 18-wheelers flit about 
like dollar bills in one of those county- 
fair grab-the-money booths. That's one 
of several audaciously dumb bits: Just 
moments after seeing four twisters touch 
down, including one on fire, destroy the 
movie's Everytown Main Street, a teen¬ 
age boy glances at meteorological equip¬ 
ment he's never seen before and cries 
out, "It's getting worse!" So, the flick's 
got its blockbuster bona tides. Too bad 
all that razzle-dazzle keeps smashing into 
that second front, our real-world memo¬ 
ries of Joplin, Greensburg, and those 
three days in 2011, when tornadoes killed 
348 Americans. Has there ever before 
been such big-ticket escapist entertain¬ 
ment released about the awesomeness 
of something that so recently killed so 
many of us? Doesn't it usually take a 
while longer before everyone's ready for 
candy spun from trauma? The CGI effects 


are too goofy to take seriously, but the 
devastated homes and streets look like 
devastated homes and streets, and the 
post-climax scenes of tattered American 
flags and survivors coming together to 
heal could be well-shot news footage. 

But the character beats—and there are 
a lot of them—are hokily old-fashioned, 
more evidence of the filmmakers' irrec¬ 
oncilable impulses. At the end, these 
harried survivors beam with the certainty 
that they've each learned a lesson about 
what life's really about. (PG-13) Alan 
Scherstuhl. Countywide. 

LUCY Scarlett Johansson has always 
seemed more human than human, her 
round lips and hips signaling something 
primordial to us cavemen huddled in the 
dark of the movie theater. How odd then 
that her last three films have reduced her 
to a robotic destroyer of men: as an oper¬ 
ating system in Her, a man-eating alien in 
Under the Skin, and now Lucy, in which 
an overdose of CPH4—the chemical that 
develops embryos in the womb—turns 
her into a blank-eyed assassin with 100 
percent mental control over her brain, 
as opposed to the 10 percent that merely 
allows us mortals to solve Rubik's Cubes 
and blast astronauts into space. Director 
Luc Besson must think the audience is 
operating with even fewer synapses. 
Here, his style is slick but hand-holdingly 
literal. In the opening when Lucy's boy- 
friend-of-the-week (Pilou Asbaek) forces 
her to deliver a briefcase to a Taiwanese 
gangster (Min-sik Choi), Besson edits in 
a shot of a mouse in a trap. When that 
gangster sews drugs in her stomach, 
he splices in a cheetah snapping the 
neck of a gazelle. Later, as the newly 
bionic Lucy seeks vengeance, Besson

An Altoon Short Life 


Laguna Art Museunn’s John Altoon exhibition gives a glimpse of 

one of SoCal’s most enigmatic painters

T he Ferns Gallery gave Southern 
California modern art. 

Intended by artist Ed Kein- 
holz and curator Walter Hopps 
in 1957 as a “fuck you” to the East Coast 
idea that only New York knew anything 
about art, Ferns gathered together a bevy of 
avant-garde and modem LA and San Fran¬ 
cisco names that made Los Angeles (and 
the rest of the country) take notice. A boy's 
club of testosterone and lype-A behavior, 
the gang—eye-rollingly nicknamed “the 
studs”—included John Baldessari, Llyn 
Foulkes, Wallace Berman, Richard Dieben- 
korn, Ed Moses, Billy Al Bengston and Ed 
Ruscha, among others. Under director 
Irving Blum's visionary leadership, the gal¬ 
lery gave a number of heralded artists their 
first shows, including Pop Art legends Roy 
Lichtenstein and Jasper Johns; Andy War¬ 
hol and his maverick soup cans had their 
first exhibition at the Ferns in 1962. 

Cmcial to the gallery's history, but miss¬ 
ing in action for modem audiences, is 
abstract expressionist painter John Altoon, 
who, despite critical appreciation of his 
work, failed to reach the same level of suc¬ 
cess as his peers. Loved and applauded by 
his fellow artists, he was a man with a big 
appetite for women and wildness, but he 
stmggled with schizophrenia and depres¬ 
sion until his death from a heart attack at 
age 43. 

The drawings and paintings in Laguna 
Art Museum's (LAM) visually diverse, 
though ultimately underwhelming, 
exhibition “John Altoon: Drawings and 
Prints” are meant to coincide with the 
larger retrospective of his work now at 
Los Angeles County Museum of Art. The 
LAM show covers a transitional 14-year 
period in Altoon's career, a time when he 
left his friends in California, moved to New 
York, exhibited, studied in Europe, and 
then returned home. Trying to make ends 
meet on his way to a career as a fine artist, 
Altoon pimped out his substantial skills as a 
figurative artist by doing work for hire: He 
designed a handful of jazz-album covers for 
Chet Baker and others, drew political cov¬ 
ers for Life magazine and sports imagery for 
others, as well as created sexually charged 
illustrations for men's magazines. 

The first two drawings you see at the 
LAM show are modest chalk on paper. 
Altoon's ability to bring life to what would 
otherwise be a static drawing of a dog lick¬ 
ing itself is remarkable: the wiggling black 
scratches vibrate with tension, the lines on 
top of lines are nervous bundles of muscu¬ 
lature. The other (also from 1952) of a man 
holding a vaguely phallic newspaper, uses a 
similar bundle of squiggles and scrunched 



black to suggest the shifting of the body and 
shuffling of pages. 

Jai alai, the fastest sport in the world, 
is the basis of two illustrations: The fierce 
black-and-white acrylic on board (circa 
1957) shows the player with his back to us, 
his face hidden as he extends a cesta basket 
to catch, then hurl the pelota back into the 
game, his other arm in the air so that the 
figure fills one corner of the picture to the 
other. The color acrylic of another player 
features him rearing back as if to fend off 
an oncoming ball, the cesta relaxed at his 
side, contrasting the bent legs, crouch and 
twist of his torso amid bright blocks of bold 
purple, blue and violet. It's LeRoy Neiman 
with talent and without the bombasity. 

Music is the inspiration of several others, 
with the feelings they recall ranging from the 
studied cool of Beat culture to the innocence 
of childhood to the emotional tug of war 
between music and memory: Jazz bands with 
black ties be-bop for an unseen audience; a 
young boy plays a saxophone for a gather¬ 
ing of animals; a violinist plays as a woman 
weeps and twirls behind him. Is she an aban¬ 
doned muse, the inspiration for the sound? 
Someone at home, listening, lost to the song's 
power? We're left to create our own story. 

Another figurative piece has a possible 
biographical aspect: a man in his under¬ 
wear stretches for a bird (or plane) just out 


of his reach. While the image can certainly 
be looked at as aggressive, the ink-on-paper 
drawing has a palpable, naked vulnerability 
to it, especially if looked at in context with 
the artist's mental-health issues. 

The remaining pieces are mostly 
abstract. The most memorable is the bio- 
morphic—misshapen blobs that might be 
hearts, kidneys or stomachs—smack in the 
middle of Altoon's canvas, surrounded by 
white, held captive like specimens under 
a microscope; they don't offer much, even 
after an extended viewing. 

Placing the work in the intimacy of the 
upstairs gallery was a smart choice by LAM 
curator Grace Kook-Anderson, underplaying 
its slightness, but the end result is that there's 
little here to inspire you to want to find out 
more about Altoon—or ask why it has taken 
almost 50 years for someone to consider his 
oeuvre worthy of a retrospective. It's simply 
an also-ran to the bigger (and far more inter¬ 
esting exhibition in Los Angeles.

DIY Makeup 

I t's easy to make natural scrubs, 
soaps and lotions for your body, but 
makeup is a hard product to replicate 
without a lab. If you're the type of 
girl who gets dolled up every day, no 
homemade concoction will do the 
trick. But if you only want to subtly 
enhance your natural appearance, 
then let's begin with a trip to the 
health-food store. 

Mascara is the hardest item to rep¬ 
licate. Begin by melting 2 teaspoons 
coconut oil with 4 teaspoons aloe vera 
gel and 1 teaspoon of grated beeswax 
in a saucepan. Slowly stir until the 
beeswax is melted. Next, empty one 
to two capsules of activated charcoal 
for black (or half a teaspoon of cocoa 
powder for brown) and combine. Last, 
you'll pour the mixture into a mascara 
container via a disposable dropper. 
Don't try to use an old, empty tube! 

Buy new containers on the Internet. 

Blush is easy to make, but get¬ 
ting your desired shade can be 
time-consuming. Be creative with 
the natural powders you know of; try 
adding them in for different colors. 

All blushes begin with the medicinal, 
food-grade, thickening agent known 
as arrowroot powder. Put 1 tablespoon 
of arrowroot into a clean jar and mix in 
either hibiscus powder (pink), cocoa 
powder (brown) or cinnamon (bronze) 
by the teaspoon until you create the 
desired color. 

Lip balm also requires experiment¬ 
ing. Begin by placing a glass jar in a 
pot of simmering, not boiling, water. 
Add 2 tablespoons coconut oil and 1 
tablespoon grated beeswax to the jar. 
After they've combined, stir in what¬ 
ever essential oils you favor, such as 
jojoba or lemon. For a little color, mix in 
any of the powders above. Then use a 
dropper to transfer to new containers.

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Not His Time 

How Walter Trout cheated death 
with help from the blues

F ew OC-based musicians bleed 
the blues like Walter Trout. 
The soul, dexterity, heart¬ 
break and elation in his voice 
and in his guitar playing flow freely 
onstage. But lying in a hospital bed in 
Nebraska, having lost all the blood in 
his body following complications from 
a liver transplant operation last May, he 
held his love of the blues deep inside. It 
could just be whaTs keeping him alive. 

“I went into a coma for three days 
and when I came out of it, I had a thing 
called encephalopathy where I didn’t 
know who I was and I couldn’t speak 
English,” Trout says, recalling the 
experience. He’s been in Omaha for 
months undergoing follow-up treat¬ 
ment at the Nebraska Medical Center. 
As of this writing he’s started physical 
therapy, strengthening the emaciated 
muscles in his arms and legs so that he 
can soon walk out of there on his own. 
Both the surgery and the complica¬ 
tions during recovery have left him 
physically weak. But his motivation has 
remained in sharp focus. 

“I’d think about my wife and kids 
and my desire to write and play music 
for people and do what I had to do and 
fight it with everything I have,” he says. 
“I still am.” 

Trout’s fans worldwide and in 
his hometown of Huntington Beach 
might’ve hoped that just getting a new 
liver was enough to make the 63-year- 
old guitar legend whole again. For 
decades. Trout—who has released a 
massive 23-album catalog—has gar¬ 
nered legions of blues-loving admirers 
around the globe. 

In a Herculean effort. Trout’s 
friends, fans and family raised nearly a 
quarter of a million dollars in an online 
campaign to help pay for his medical 
expenses, securing a replacement for 
his liver, which had been fried from 
what Trout describes as years of party¬ 
ing, alcohol and substance abuse. But 
that was only the beginning of the bat¬ 
tle. Since his diagnosis, his wife, Marie, 
has chronicled the entire ordeal on his 
website in brutal detail. Then again, 
given the skin-searing honesty we’re 
used to from Trout and his music, could 
we really expect anything less? 

“I don’t see any need to bullshit 
people or sugarcoat anything,” Trout 
says, speaking on the phone from his 
hospital bed. These days he’s still work¬ 
ing on holding a guitar on his own. 
“We’re all here together and I’m not 


going through anything that a lot of 
other people aren’t gonna go through in 
their lives.” 

The bluesman took that realization 
with him to the studio last year in the 
midst of his illness from April 2013 
to January of this year to record his 
acclaimed new album. The Blues Came 
Callin' with his band and producer/ 
engineer Eric Come. By then. Trout 
had gone from the slightly chubby, 
jovial guitarist known locally for his 
regular gig at Perqs in Huntington 
Beach to being a shadow of his former 
self. He’d lost about 100 pounds and 
was sometimes barely healthy enough 
to record. He remembers writing the 
lyrics to the song “Wasting Away” after 
taking a good look at his skeletal face in 
the bathroom mirror. 

“I walked right out to the living 
room, grabbed a piece of paper and 
wrote that song,” he says. “There are a 
lot of songs that were brutally honest, 
but I felt I had to write them as a thera¬ 
peutic thing for myself.” The album 
was released at about the same time 
as his biography. Rescued From Real¬ 
ity: The Life and Times of Walter Trout 
by Henry Yates; both have been well- 
received by fans and critics. 

The album and book releases were 
big accomplishments, to be sure, but 
Trout’s entire year on the road had 
to be canceled for his recovery. That 
included dates all over Europe, such 
as the Northsea Jazz Festival in the 
Port of Rotterdam with Derek Trucks. 
Things looked bleak for Trout and his 
band and road crew, who count on him 
to make their living. But there turned 
out to be a silver lining. 

Trout’s son Jon, an excellent guitar¬ 
ist and bandleader in his own right, and 
Trout’s longtime U.K. protege, Danny 
Bryant, signed on to front Trout’s band 
on a tour paying tribute to the blues 
hero. Recently they played a mixture 
of Trout classics and some of Jon and 
Bryant’s original tunes at the Coach 
House in San Juan Capistrano as part 
of a U.S./Canadian tour. Considering 
Bryant has been playing professionally 
since he was 18 and Jon’s first concert 
ever was a tribute show for his father 
at Shepherd’s Bush Empire in London 
in front of 2,000 people. Trout is con¬ 
fident that his band and his fans are in 
very capable hands. 

As we stand by for more news of 
Trout’s recovery, we wonder whether 
the OC music scene—which largely

ignored Trout for many years despite 
his worldwide acclaim—will snap out 
of it and finally start appreciating the 
blues legend we almost lost. 

“There’s only been one music critic 
in OC that’s ever given me the time of 
day, and I’ve put out 23 albums and I 
think the last album review I got in any 
paper in OC was probably 15 years ago. 

I don’t know what I did. Maybe I was 
drunk in my youth and fucked some of 
these guys’ girlfriends or something,” 
Trout jokes, the upward bend in his 
raspy voice hinting at a smile. “I don’t 
know what the hell. But I kinda don’t 
worry about it.” 

Whether or not he’s ever given the 
credit he deserves. Trout is happy to be 
alive, regaining his strength and quietly 
turning his inspiring story into fodder 


for yet another album. Though it’s still 
a long way off. Trout hopes to sneak 
into a few jam sessions back in OC and 
start playing with his band by 2015. 

“My son brought in a guitar here the 
other day, and I can barely press on the 
strings. I didn’t have the muscles in my 
arms and fingers,” Trout says. “But I’m 
gonna do my best to get back out there 
and keep playing. It’s what sustains me. 
It nourishes me and heals me spiritu¬ 
ally to get up and play to people and 
feel that guitar in my arms and play it.”

I ’ll always be proud that we’re 
up there with Minor Threat 
and Black Flag. As long as 
people don’t expect us to live 
up to some bullshit legacy” says frontman 
Kevin Marvelli, a.k.a. Kevin Seconds of 
hardcore punk pioneers 7 Seconds, who 
recently released Leave a Light On, their 
first album in nine years. 

Formed in Reno, Nevada, 7 Seconds 
were part of the vanguard of the hardcore 
punk explosion in the early ’80s. With 
modem classics such as The Crew and 
Walk Together, Rock Together, they were a 
cmcial voice on the scene. Seconds proved 
his commitment to the development of the 
genre by bringing cutting-edge bands such 
as Black Flag, Social Distortion, Suicidal 
Tendencies and Scream to backwater Reno 
and attracting national underground atten¬ 
tion to local bands via his Positive Force 
record label. 

Now, more than 30 years later, 7 Seconds 
are still going strong, with an expanding 
fan base here and abroad, and Leave a 
Light On has been well-received by fans. 
Seconds says. 


OC WEEKLY; It’s been nine years since you 
released an album. What have you been 
up to? 

KEVIN SECONDS: Just dealing with family 
stuff and living our lives. Most of the guys 
in the band are parents and have day jobs. 
I’ve been doing a lot of solo work and tour¬ 
ing with that. We’ve been playing shows, 
doing the festivals here in the states and 
abroad. Touring is tough, physically, when 
you’re 53. 

You recently toured Europe again. What was 
it like this time around? 

There’s a lot of love and support for our 
style of music. We went to Russia for the 
first time, which was mind-blowing. We 
played two packed shows, one in St. Peters¬ 
burg and one in Moscow The energy there 


made me think about punk rock and hard¬ 
core shows in the ’80s, when everybody was 
just really excited about the music. 

Do you ever get sick of being identified so 
strongly with the '80s hardcore scene? 

I’ll always be proud that we were part of 
that movement. You hear people talk a lot 
about how things were better back in the 
day, but there were also a lot of fucked-up 
things happening. There was a lot of vio¬ 
lence at shows. It wasn’t all just glorious 
punk rock music. 

What are the biggest dijferences between 
then and now? 

No Internet, no cell phones. There wasn’t 
a blueprint for what we were doing, being 
a hardcore band and touring without a big 
label. We were pioneers trying things out 
for the first time to see if it would work. 
Things are way more professionally run 
today Musicians have to be really business- 
savvy. In the ’80s, we definitely wouldn’t 
have made it to Russia. A lot has changed, 
but ultimately what it comes down to is 
being in a packed and sweaty club, rocking 
out and getting down. 

You keep a pretty busy tour schedule, too. 

Yes. We’re touring for the rest of the year. 
We’re going to South America in Septem¬ 
ber, which I’m extremely excited about, 
even though I’m currently sporting a torn 
meniscus in my knee. 

You're touring with a busted knee? How did 
that happen? 

I’m hardcore, man. Onstage in LA about a 
month ago, I jumped up and came down 
wrong. I need surgery for it, but canceling 
the tour is not an option. My doctor said, 
“I’d prefer you get the surgery now, but I 
know you won’t, so do what you can to take 
care of it.” It’s a little tough when you’ve got 
kids jumping onstage and getting on top of 
you. Hey, I’m 53 years old, and my knee is 
busted. Any mercy you can show me would 
be greatly appreciated!

T here have been times when professional 
breakdancer Ryan Nebreja thought he 
would literally break. Known professionally as 
Rion, Nebreja has had to balance a lot more 
than his body weight while trying to pull off 
a head spin on a piece of cardboard. School, 
work, sleep and a strict diet are all trappings 
of being a 25-year-old athlete. But when you 
add pressure from family to find a "real" 
career, plus a sprained ankle here and a 
strained oblique there, things can quickly get 
a little more complicated. 

"I wouldn't consider [the stress] a burden," 
Nebreja says. He pauses to smirk, then cor¬ 
rects himself: "Yeah, I guess it's a burden." 

Recently, the Orange resident won Red 
Bull's West Coast Regional finals in Seattle, 
which advanced him to the Red Bull BC One 
breakdancing championship in Las Vegas 
this weekend. A win at this North American 
competition would mean the chance for the 
Cal State Fullerton graduate to compete in the 
world finals in Paris this fall. 

When Nebreja started on the breakdancing 
scene, he never made it past the prelims in 
smaller, local competitions. But by changing 
up his technique and injecting more outgoing 
showmanship over strict technical prowess, 
he quickly caught the attention of plenty of 
veterans on the B-boy circuit. Studying his 
peers has been the most valuable aspect of 
his refinement as one of OC's best, he says. 

He looks to the other seasoned all-stars to 
see what they're doing to be noticed. 

"People know your signature moves," he 
says. "I have bad eyesight, but I know when 
a guy does his signature move when I'm

watching from way up [in the stands]." 

Not only did Nebreja study the moves of 
his breakdancing older brother, but he also 
absorbed plenty of skills from the dance 
crews he has been affiliated with since mov¬ 
ing to OC from San Diego. It was here that 
he was introduced to house music, and he 
began taking dance workshops to broaden 
his style. He enrolled in formal dance 
classes that introduced him to ballet, jazz 
and tap—art forms that he has incorporated 
into his repertoire. He cites influences such 
as Fred Astaire, putting a twist on the leg¬ 
endary boogie man's moves when stepping 
on the hardwood. 

Aside from breaking, Nebreja has decided 
to break away from his current background 
in advertising and marketing by pursuing a 
career in engineering. Of course, he'd rather 
make a life of flipping, spinning and flying 
through the air. 

As he dreams of snagging his next big title, 
all the aches, pains and pressures he's gone 
through still seem worth it. "I've lost a lot of 
sleep," he says, "but it's just what I know to do."
